Oats  stocks  of  • 1 ,064.  million.,  hushels  in.  all  positions  October  1 are  smallest 
for  the  datersince  1947 They  are, \ however, . only  4 percent  smaller  .than,  a year 
earlier,  and' 6 percent ''below’ the.  October  1 average.  Of  this  total,  about  87  mil- 
lion b'.-'shels  v/ere  in  off-farm- positions,  which  is  more  than -in  most ' years,  although 
less  than  on  October-. 1 .1952,.  Earley  stocks  of  232  million  .'bushels— nearly  as 
much  as  was ^produced . in  1953— ^are  nevertheless  the  smallest :fbr  the  date,  except 
for  1952,  in. the  11.  years  of  record.
